For the holdings of the Virginia Historical Society in 
eighteenth-century currency, 1 suggest that you consult

Paper Currency," Virginia Magazine of History and Biography, 
LVII (1949), 433-434, which you will find I am sure in one 
of the St. Louis libraries. Our Society does not have any 
issues of Virginia paper money for either 1769 or 1771. 


We are very glad to have the photograph of the counterfeit 
5-pound note of 1771. Thank you so much for sending it to us. 
I regret very much that no one here knows what "W.N.Pr Tobacco" 
stands for. If you discover its meaning please let me in on 
the secret. 


We do not have anything on the Virginia copper halfpence. 
We do have, however, two original copper plates used in print- 
ing paper notes for the May 6, 1776, series. From one the 
3-pound notes’ were printed,. from the other the 20-shilling 
notes. 


Are you familiar with the Virginia one-shilling-3-pence 
note of June 8, 1757? An illustration of it can be seen in 
David Mays' Edmund Pendleton, 1721-1503: A Biography (Cambridge 
Massachusetts, 1952), I, XIV, and facing page .

I believe he charges $8.00 per 
glossy print, which sounds rather high. However, 
he has to bring his equipment into our building, 
which doubtless accounts for the charge.

Therefore, I now feel that the 1 sh. 34 of 1775, al- 
though nominally called a pistareen (2 real) wae 
worth in exchange 15/96ths of a Spanish dollar,’ the 

2 sh. 64 worth 30/96ths, the 5 sh. worth 60/96ths, 
the 7 eh. 62 worth 90/96ths.. The 96 parts was so 
slose te 100 that it was rounded off and thus the 
denomination in cents equal to old Current Money 

of Virginia denominations or Virginia Moneyof Account — 
seems to have been in parlance beyond 1857 when 
Spanieh money was put out of circulation legally. The

Many thanks for your letter of January 25th and 
for the enclosed cutting from the St. Louis newspaper.

As I told you at that time, I would 
be delighted if you would care to publish a note on the 
pieces of “money type" found in Williamsburg excavations. 


I have been through our collection of readily 
available pictures and casts and I am enclosing all that 
seem to be helpful. Unfortunately, I cannot send you 
negatives nor can I rephotograph the actual pieces at 
this time, as they are all mounted rather firmly in cur- 
rent displays. However, if you will eventually let me 
know your needs, I am sure something more satisfactory 
can be arranged. 


At present I am sending you a type-metal cast 
of the mutilated Virginia shield-of-arms unit, plus an 
enlarged photograph of the original, printed in reverse 
to compare its details with a similarly enlarged detail 
from Mr. Boyd's shilling bill of 1758. I am also sending 
a Smaller photograph of the type unit in the correct 
retro state. In addition, you will find a photograph 
of the Boyd bill and a reprinted copy which you may care 
to use for annotation purposes. e

Next I enclose a somewhat enlarged photograph of 
the 1758 border strip which is, of course, in retro. I am 
also enclosing a cast of this piece which will give you 
its size. 


Unfortunately, we do not have a worthwhile photo- 
graph of the FOUR S[HILLING] strip from the Hay cabinet 
shop site, but I am sending you a cast of it. Here again 
the result is not very satisfactory, largely because the 
original impression was too weak to have been servicable. 
I imagine that it was for that reason that the piece was 
never trimmed up and used. I would draw your attention 
to the fact that the matrix from which the lead strip 
was taken bore a circle indicating the position of the 
hole for the nail that anchored it to the wooden block. 

I am wondering whether all the pieces were made in this 
way to control the positioning of the nails. 


Finally I am sending you plaster casts of the 
obverse and reverse of the best of the two lead George II 
(old head) halfpennies. I have not been able to read the 
date, but my guess is that it is 1750. 


Did I mention that I have discussed all these 
objects in a very cursory manner in my forthcoming book, 
Here Lies Virginia? But I think you will agree when you 
see it that I have not dealt with them in a sufficiently 
scholarly manner to detract from any work that you might 
wish to contribute on this subject.

Colonial Williamsburg asked me about some early 
Virginia currency matters and I had occasion to 
check some of the Bradbeer items on Virginia. 


To show you the kind of work which Bradbeer did, 
I find that the total issue checked out withthe 
denominations and the number issued is wrong on 
June 8, 1757; March,1756; Oct. 1758; March, 1759; 
March,1760;and April,1762. These errors are due 
to leaving out denominations, copying the wrong 
amount issued, and even the wrong total issued.

Your letter and box with respeet to the Virginia currency 
cuts is very exciting to me and it does make excellent 
material to write up. 


I believe you told me that the arms were lead or type metal 
as was the border strip. Whether this metal was cast against 
a mold of copper or other material would be most interesting 
to me. Apparently each denomination using this particular 
mold had a separate casting and these castings were nailed 
on to a wood block, as you note. The nail holes on your 
piece and the nail holes on the one shilling whieh is 
pictured are different and therefore your piece was used 

for some other denomination. The interesting fact is that 
the October 12, 1758 issue contains this particular style 

of arms as does the April 5, 1759. By March 11, 1760

Clarifying the matters in your February 20, 1963 letter, 
I want to point out that it was the practice not to 
print more than one bill of one denomination for a 
particular issue. Usually a group of several differe- 
ent denominations were printed at one time, depending 
upon the number authorized. Where an issue was enor~ 
mous, then more than one of a particular denomination 
might be in a printing frame but, usually, that was 
unnecessary. 


I find that the nail holes are in different places on 
the casting as well as the nail heads being at different 
angles. These must have been square nails. 


My reference to the smaller border cut is the little 
plaster cast which you sent me and which may be the 
same as the four shilling strip you refer to. I just 
cannot make it out. I am sure that the printer had 
access to the original molds and made his casts in the 
shoo. 


I believe that if you send me an ordinary piece of 
printer's type found in the Gazette site where the 
money type wes “found, I could have that analyzed by 
Cerro DePasco, here, but, of course, that would destroy 
it. All I want to be sure of is that itdistype metal 

of the kind used in that period.

Many thanks for your letter of February 12th 
We were delighted to know that the money "type" is suf 
ficiently intriguing to merit your serious attention, 


One or two points from your letter are not en- 
tirely clear to me. I assume that you feel that the 
arms, though from the same original die are not the ac- 
tual casting used to print the 1758 bill from the late 
Mr. Boyd's collection. We certainly agree that the 
angles of the nail holes are slightly different, but I 
wonder whether this could not have been caused by dis- 
tortion of the rather soft cast in removing it from the 
wooden block. Even if the arms are a different casting 
from the Boyd bill, does it follow that they were used 
for a different denomination? Is it not likely that a 
number of blocks for one denomination would have been set 
up in the press at the same time and that the bills were 
Subsequently cut from sheets? If this were so there 
could be a dozen different sets of castings for each 
value. 


You list a series of requests and the first has 
me somewhat baffled. Which "smaller border" cut are you 
referring to? I assume that it is the 1758 piece (the 
only one we have) and I am therefore sending you prints 
both forward and in retro. Does this cover requests 
no. Ll .and no,.3? 


A photograph of the Four Shilling strip is 
being taken, but the casting is so poor that I am doubtful 
whether it will be of much help to you. Incidentally, I 
think the importance of this fragment lies in the infer- 
ence that the printer had access to the original molds 
and made his casts at the shop, rather than being supplied 
with the casts by the Council or Supervising agency.

Request no. 2 is, I fear, beyond us. We have 
no facilities here for metal analysis. However, I would 
be prepared to send you a piece of ordinary printer's 
type from the Gazette site where the money "type" was 
found, along with a thin paring from the back of the 
Four Shilling fragment so that you could arrange for 
your own comparison to be made. I assume that a compe~ 
tent chemist could make a spot test quite easily, unless, 
of course, you need a spectrographic analysis. 


Request no. 5 is less difficult. Both the arms 
and the 1758 border strip (plus the lead or type-metal 
halfpennies) were found on a brown soil stratum assumed 
to have been the colonial grade at a point some 20 or 
24 feet north of the Printing Office outbuilding. This 
structure has been reconstructed and it would be possible 
to provide a photograph of both structures showing the 
approximate find spot, should you neet it. The objects 
were discovered amid a considerable quantity of printer's 
type which had apparently been thrown out on to the sur- 
face of the ground, There was no indication of careful 
interment or disposal into a refuse pit, though natural 
silting and the subsequent uses of the valley behind the 
Printing Office combined to bury the type beneath 18" of 
humus, 


The Four Shilling fragment was found in the same 
valley, but 587 feet to the north buried in stream silt 
which had accumulated around the west face of the Anthony 
Hay cabinet shop. The archaeological evidence points to 
this silting occurring in the period 1770-80 and possibly 
not before 1775. In 1779 the building was in use as a 
repair shop for Revolutionary arms (see C.W. annual re- 
port for 1960, p. 14) and it is possible that lead from 
the Printing Office was brought there at that time. How- 
ever, the presence of only one piece of ordinary printer's 
type on the site suggests that this was not the case. 

The only other explanation must be that the fragment washed 
down the stream from the Printing Office and perhaps took 
ten or fifteen years to do it. But the fragment, though 
indistinct through poor casting does not exhibit the wear 
one would expect to find if it had been slowly washed nearly 
200 yards downstream, 


I hope that all this will be of some help. The 
pictures will follow when ready.

Forgive me for being so slow in replying to your 
letter of February 24. I am so sorry that you did not 
like our suggestions regarding the identification of 
"Wm.Nn." as William Nelson. I thought it was a stroke 
of genius myself! 


I have discussed this problem with Ed Riley again 
at considerable length, and I have to admit that the 
theory takes a small beating when we discover that Nelson 
did not become President of the Council until October, 1770, 
whereas the issuance of the paper currency, bearing the 
supposedly abbreviated name, was dated November, 1769. 
Ed Riley has, unfortunately, been unable to determine 
when the money was actually printed and issued. Never- 
theless, it is improbable that it was delayed until 
October, 1770. 


Having thus masochistically exposed the chinks in 
our armor, I would add that I cannot see that there should 
necessarily be any connection between Wm.Nn.Pr. and the 
word Tobacco, They are, afterall, on different lines, 
and the abbreviations are in lower case and TOBACCO in 
upper. Furthermore, I think it very unlikely that money 
would have been printed bearing the names of individuals 
to whom it was to be paid. That information, if necessary, 
would surely have been inserted in longhand. I would 
also assume that if the money was to be printed with the
